Price Controls 


OTTAWA, March 5.—(CP)—The | 


Canadian Congress of Labor said 
today that establishment of the 
parliamentary prices committee 
“was in no Way an adequate sub- 
Stitute for effective price control. 

“In the face of the widespread 
demand on the part of the Cana- 
dian people for the re-establishment 
of price controls, it is difficult to 
understand the unwillingness of the 
government to take effective ac- 
tion,” the CCL said in its annual 
submission to the federal cabinet. 

“External factors” had influenced 
prices but “one of the most im- 
portant reasons for the inflated 
prices was the remova] of price 
cpntrols much earlier than indus- 
trial conditions warranted.”

Old age pensions in Alberta were given a $2 increase tos 
day when Premier Ernest Manning brought down his budget 
for 1948. 

The addition will give pensioners $37 monthly, $30 
paid jointly by federai and provincial government, and 
$7 supplement paid by the government here.

Education 

Editor, Bulietin.—I should like 
to express my hearty approval of 
your editorial of Fc»vruary 25 on 
education, particularly so with 
regard to the part which points 
out that people are inclined to 
confuse the different kinds of 
education or the different pur- 
poses of education. 

While there are many objec- 
tives in education, the three main 
ones as usually given are: 

1. To give the knowledge, skills 


and attitudes generally useful 
and necessary for all people. 
These include ability to read, 


write, spell, ete. Such skills and 
knowledge have not been accu- 
rately determined yet and where 
they have been determined, the 
knowledge has not reached the 
Alberta school system, so that in 
general we tend to teach a great 
deal too much along such lines 
and not to teach it thoroughly 
enough. This is, of course, due 
to the lack of well trained educa- 
tionists in the upper parts of our 
educational system. 

2. To give the knowledge, skills, 
etc., meeded for various occupa- 
tions. Much the same situation 
applies here and the technical 
and professional courses contain 
a great deal of valueless ma- 
terial. 

3. To give cultural education; 
that is, education so that we can 
understand the world around us; 
the earth under our feet (geol-

As you have indi- 
cated “most of the trouble in edu- 
cation is caused by the insistence 
of some people in confusing the 
two kinds” of education and rem- 
edy lies in getting well trained 
educationists who would under- 
stand this situation and would 
outline courses and requirements 
so that the right courses were 
supplied and were studied by 
people who could benefit by 
them.

Board, they are as a tallow 
candle compared to the noon day 
sun, What are the facts? Big 
Business said to the Government 
—“away with coptrols,” and so 


overboard went all controls with 
that inevitable result of a de- 
bacle of inflation with all its 
attendant tragedies in the econ- 
omical life of Canada. This fol- 
lowed by the double injustice 
or singling out major farm pro- 
ducts for the reimposition of con- 
trols. 

Big Business has and is mak- 
ing an even more definite demand 
that the Federal Government 
withdraw from the field of the 
national marketing of farm pro- 
ducts. Have we forgotten all the 
efforts of the past thirty years 
to get such a Board?—the meet- 
ings, the petitions, the pilgrim- 
ages to Ottawa, the requests, the 
heart-breaking failures follow- 
ing the First World War? Has 
the recent catastrophic debacle 
in farm prices in the United 
States no lesson for us? 

Last summer I travelled in 
nine States of the American 
Union. I worked for and talked 
with many, yes hundreds of farm- 
ers, large and small (some of 
them farm organization officials). 
Many of them said to me— “I 
would trade the price we are 
now getting for a National 
Grain Board.” Some of these 
farmers to my own knowledge 
have since lost the equity they 
had accumulated in three suc- 
cessive crops at good prices.

By Economic Planners Alone 


The preamble to the European 
recovery program draws an anal- 
ogy with the United States: 
“Mindful of the advantages which 
the United States hag enjoyed

The U, S. was not created by a 
previous economic union, Eco- 
nomic union was created through 
the political fact of the U.S. A 
unified trading complex with a 
common currency came about be- 
cause the national! spirit had been 
born requiring unified forms for 
its expression, We did not create 
economic “co-operation.” We cre- 
ated a mation,

conflicts im economic interest 
brought on the Civil War, The 
southern states, feudal and agri- 
cultural, concluded that it was 
not to their economic interest to 
remain within the Union and pay 
protected prices for industrial 
goods im return for unprotected 
prices for agricultural products, 
They believed they would be bet- 
ter off in the world free-trade 
area created by nineteenth cen- 
tury Britain, 

The northern states, with a 
rapidly growing industrial capi- 
talism based on wage labor, re- 
garded with concern the exten- 
sion of chattel slavery.

These two powers had just fought 
over them and would, In all prob- 
ability, struggle again to make 
them booty. But the economic in- 
terest of some prevented the po- 
litical cooperation of al! 

Today, it is not the economic 
interest of the separate states 
which should be driving to create 
the European nation, but the mili 
tary and geographical situation of 
all Europe. It is situated between 
two great powers, Russia and the 
United States, one of which al 
ready has partitioned Europe, 
both of whom might make Eur- 
ope a_ battleground; and the 
struggle between whom threatens 
to deprive Europe—in the best 
case—of freedom of action 

If there is a good “European” 
he should therefore wish to create 
such united strength as would 
put Europe on a par with the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States, and enable FEurope to 
maintain a neutral, independent 
position, But for this, parochial 
economic interests would have to 


be sacrificed, as the eastern 


European states—under pressure 
of the Soviet Union—have been 
compelled to sacrifice national
